PEONIES 


Peonies,  especially  the  modern  introduc- 
tions, are  probably  the  most  valuable  of  all 
perennial  plants.

Never  cut 
flowers  so  that  all  the  leaves  are  taken  from 
the  plant,  and  do  not  cut  the  stems  below  the 
first  pair  of  leaves.  This  is  a prolific  cause  of 
short  lived  plants.
